8. (previously presented) A distributed system as claimed in claim 7, 
wherein said gateway further compr i s i na comprises event message receiving means 
for receiving an event message delivered on to one network in response to an event 
or demand for reading in data; second memory means for storing data of said event 
message, and por i od i cal periodic message sending means for delivering periodically 
the data stored in said memory means as a message on a different network. 
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
